Each  fall  a crisp  New  England  autumn  welcomes  some  400 
students  from  across  the  nation  and  abroad  to  Pine  Manor’s 
wooded  campus  in  Chestnut  Hill.  Here  the  buildings  of  the 
former  Dane  Estate  are  imaginatively  renovated  to  provide 
academic  facilities  which  combine  modern  efficiency  with  turn- 
of-the-century  charm.  Thirteen  new  structures  containing  resi- 
dences for  students  and  a dining  hall  are  tucked  away  behind 
hills  and  trees  to  preserve  the  spacious  feeling  of  the  seventy-nine 
acre  campus. 

The  first  days  are  hectic  for  the  new  student,  yet  full  of  an 
unforgettable  enchantment.  We  explore  the  Chestnut  Hill  shopping 
center  just  a short  walk  away;  stock  up  on  room  decorations, 
stationery,  and  textbooks  at  the  Campus  Shop;  and  discover 
the  fascination  of  historic  Boston.  Most  of  all,  the  names  and 
faces  around  us  become  familiar,  and  we  begin  the  first  gestures 
of  friendship.

The  villages  arc  the  center  of  the  Pine  Manor 
community.  Here  we  live  in  small  houses  with 
about  thirty  other  students  from  both  classes  who 
share  our  new  experiences  — study  parties  at 
midnight  with  hot  chocolate  brewing,  the  click 
of  typewriters  and  snatches  of  music  from  neigh- 
bors’ record  players,  long-into-the-night  debates 
about  the  relative  merits  of  Harvard  and  the  many 
other  men's  colleges  nearby.  All  contribute  to  the 
sense  of  belonging  and  home  which  is  so  much  a 
part  of  life  at  Pine  Manor. 

The  commons  adjoining  each  group  of  five  houses 
is  the  social  center  for  the  village.

Pine  Manor’s  tradition  of  language  houses  stretches  back  nearly 
four  decades.
